And yet you come here, after only fourteen hours’ 
deliberation, and say you can not agree! 

“Gentlemen, it is your duty to agree. It is 
the intention of the law that juries shall agree. Of 
what use would be our boasted system of jury trial, 
this boon of Magna Charta, this palladium of our 
Anglo-Saxon liberties, if juries never agreed? Reflect, 
gentlemen. The law wants a verdict. The judge wants 
a verdict; he wants to go home. ‘The lawyers do not care 
so much, for a disagreement means another trial and more 
fees; but the ultimate interest, even of the lawyers, demands that 
juries should agree. If there were no verdicts clients would be 
discouraged and litigation would cease. And jurymen themselves 
should want to agree. Presumably they have families and business 
affairs. They, too, ought to want to go home. 

“The law, indeed, gentlemen, does not call upon a conscien- 
tious minority to sacrifice its convictions. Far from it. The law 
will be just as well satisfied if the majority makes the necessary 
concession. ‘The law looks not to the procedure in the jury room. 
It is concerned with the result. 

“Retire, therefore, gentlemen, and consider this case again in 
the light of the clear principles of jurisprudence which ‘I have laid 
down for your guidance. Retire and agree; otherwise I shall have 
to lock you up for a week.”
